federal election. Lynn Bloom acted as} 
chairman .for the evening and per- 
formed that duty with satisfaction | 
to all.’ The first speaker was Mr.! 
Wright the present member in the 
provincial Rouse. Mr. Wright spoke 
briefly on the advisibility of reduc- | 
ing tke tariff and criticised Mr. Mei-} 
ghen’s reported reflection on the’ cit- | 
izens of this western country. 

Mrs. Dowler, vice-president “of the | 
U. F. W.- A. for Battle River, also a | 
member of the U. F. A. executive, | 
asked for the women’s support of | 
Mr. Spencer on the ground that the 
U. F. A. support had given the fran-| 
chise in-this pfovince, supported: the 
Dower Act and had done much by| 
legislation for the widow and orph-}| 
ans. Mrs. Dowler appealed for org-} 
anized support of the U. F. A., by 
the U. F. W..A. She explained that 
the government had removed the 
president of the W. I. for economic 
reasons. The speaker also strongly 
supported prohibition. i 

The next speaker was Mr. Farqu- 
harson,: of Provost, who is the org- 
anizer and chief of staff for Mr. H. 
E. Spencer. This speaker had.a fund | 
of dry humor whcih appealed to all 
and helped to make his points clear. 
He urged that the National Progres- 
sive candidate, Mr. Spencer, be sup- 
ported pleading that economic con- 
ditions demanded a change. He com- 
batted the accusation that the new} 
movement tended towards “class leg- 
’ islation and criticised the members 
of the legal Prpfession now..in, office. 
' The speaker ‘briefly dismissed the 
pamphlet “Facts a Farmer Should 
Know” as beneath contempt and un-

worthy of attention. 

Thewhief speaker, Mr. Spencer,then 
rose and gave-a very able and tech- 
nical speech which Airried with it a 
spirit of absofute sincerity. His first 
point was .on reciprocity which he 
said that the public would have car- 
ried in 1911 ‘had they been well in- 
formed, but which they had not been 
able to vote upon until the present 
time. Mr. Spencer ‘spoke of the far- 
mer’s influence for educational work 
and pointed out ‘the present opport- 
unity for grasping the reins of gov- 
| ernment and enlarging their. spheres 
of influence. He touched. upon the | 
idea that the Union government had | 
largely accomplished the severing of | 
party. antagonism and left people’s! 
minds open to judge a new policy on! 
its own merits. Mr. Spencer dwelt up-| 
on the planksef--the new form of | 
taxation and new type of represent- 
ation. He pointed out that direct tax- 
ation was paid after a man had pur-} 
chased necessities of life. but that) 
indirect taxation through ‘“protec- | 
tion” hit men when least able to! 
carry a further load. He took two) 
examples (1) Ford’s factories which} 
he said without protection would in} 
Canada produce cheaper cars or en-! 
rich the public treasury with. their 
profits rather than the individual po- 
cket; (2). Kansas Cement Co., which | 


through protection had_ been able %3 - 


make immense profits on watered , 
stock and: at the same time escape 
public criticism. The speaker criticised 
R. B. Bennett’s defence. of trade pro- | 
tection on the ground that the farm- | 
-ers have the basic industry and that | 
this needs the chance to live. 

Mr. Spencer criticised the mercan- 
tile marine..program oi the ground: 
that the need for more ships was 
past and that we should not need 
ships if our, manufactured . articles |

pleaded for a.natural flow of trade 
export of wheat paid by import of 
manufactured articles. 4 

The speaker criticised: the amount 
spent on the standing army and mili- 
tary forces as against the amount 
spent on agriculture. He criticised | 
the business ability of the govern- 
ment which allowed a railroad to be| 
built uncontrolled in the past for the 
public good and now nationalized. He 
lamented the fact that there aré peo- 
ple moving out of the country, that | 
more aregoing than coming and that 
our population has been reduced by 
one and one-quarter million. He crit- 
icised the issuing of victory bonds 
free from taxation showing that the; 
bulk of these are now in the hands: 
of speculators who thereby evade a, 
large amount of income tax..As a 
remedy Mr. Spencer pleaded for tru- 
er representation showing the advan- 
tages of the U. F. A. system over any 
other and concluded by appealing for 
‘greatér freedom and equalty. 

The meeting concluded as all arose | 
and sang the national anthem. 

Mr. Spencer will hold a meeting in} 
the Co-op Hall Irma on Monday | 
evening, November 21st. Owing to 
the large amount of territory in» the 
Battle River Constituertcy this will 
be the only opportunity Mr. Spencer 
will have of holding a meeting in

Carrier Telephone 
System Successful 


Service Has Been Installed Between 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

The first carrier telephone system 
in Canada has been put into commer- 
cial use between, Edmonton and Cal-, 
gary. It has been under test for 
some time, and is.now declared to be 
a womplete succesS and ready = for 
business. The installation was made 
during the late summer for the pur- 
pose of improving and incre.*ing the 
Government telephone - seivice — be- 
tween the two cilies-and to outiying 
points in both the north and the south. 

Two new lines have been provided 
by the installation of this’ system 
without the stringing of any wire, and 
superintendent of telephone depart-. 
ment says that the results in actual 
use are fifty .per cent. better athan 
with. any physical or copper wire line. 

The great advantage of the carrier 
tervice is that it will not be pocsible 
to talk over a distance of 700 miles 
in. any. part: of Alberta, taking in the: 
Edmonion-Calgary _ line. Conversa- 
tions between two subscribers in 
Edmonton passing over the carrier 
line to. Calgary. and back again,’ or 
vice versa, are clearer than the ordin- 
ary house-to-house calls in either city. 
It is also possible now to carry on 
simultaneous » conversations 
over the same line.

The government forces have been doing their best to 
spread dissension and suspicion among the farmers of 
the West, and the United Grain Growers Ltd., of which 
company Mr. Crerar is the head, is the special object of 
atiack. In regard to the United Grain Growers, the af- 


fairs of ‘the company have become almost a campaign}: 


issue. If they have not, it is not for lack of trying on the 
part of the government speakers and press agents. _ 
The company has issued a very complete answer to 


the charges that have been brought against it. It has also 


reviewed some recent political history to show the man- 
ner in which the affairs of the company have been made 
a political question and the unfair use that has been 
made of information given the government in the in- 
vestigations conducted prior te the recent Grain Board 
inquiry. It should be given the widest possible circula- 
tion, because the government’s attack has been insidu- 
ous and desperate. . : 

The tale of the secret session of the Grain Inquiry 
Board at Fort William is told in full. The board, with- | 
out its chairman, was touring the West, holding public 
meetings. Mr. R. A. Bonnar, K. C., counsel to the hoard, 
arranged by wire with Mr. W. D. Staples, one of the 
members, for,the board’s secretary, Birkett, to be ap- 
pointed by them a commissioner to take evidence at 
Fort William. A telegram was sent to Birkett, telling him 
that he was appointed. He was not sworn to his duties. | 
The stenographer making a record of the evidence was 
not sworn. Birkett, Bonnar and Henderson, the latter 
a discharged employe of the United Grain Growers, ap- 
peared in a back room in Fort William. No notice was 
given the public or the United Grain: Growers of the sit- 
iing. After it was over the United Grain Growers’ soli- 
citors were refused a copy of the evidence taken. Within 
an hour or so after the sitting, papers were on the streets 
in Winnipeg with full stories of the Henderson charges. | 

The Henderson charges have been completely explo- 
ded. One of his statements was that the Unitéd Grain 
Growers had stolen 40,000 bushels of wheat from the 
Canadian Pacifie Railway. - Mr. D. C. Coleman, vice- 
president of the C. P. R., investigated this charge and 
characterized it as wholly false. “We are convinced,” | 


clared he was ready to make this statement on oath and 
to bring full proof of it.: 

Twice the United Grain Growers willingiy submitted 
full details of their business affairs to government agen- 
cies which the company believed to have been instituted 
for useful agencies. Twice, as the company declares, it 
saw its confidence betrayed, and the infcsrmation so free- 
ly given used for no public’ purpose at ail but falsified in- 
to material for political attack. One of thse inquiries 


.was the Cost, of Living ‘Committee of the House of Com- 


mons, which was appointed ostensibly to find means of 
reducing the cost of living. The company suomitted all 
its records. The counsel of the commiitee publicly de- 
clared that no other company had given facts so freely 
for the benefit of the committee. Government members. | 
of the committee saw an opportunity for attack upon 
the United Grain Growers and Mr. Crerar. The fact that 
they did not succeed in turning up anything on which 
to base an attack did not prevent Mr. Nichoison, chair- 
man, Hon. H. H. Stevens, a member, and various others 
from deliberately mis-stating and distorting _informa- 
tion about the company’s buSiness given by its officials. 
Another government investigation to which the comp- 
any willingly submitted was the Price-Waterhouse audit 
of terminal elevators, ordered by the government. The 
company turned over all its books willingly to the audi-' 
tors, presuming the investigation to be for the public 
benefit. The main use made of the information obtained 
by the auditors has been by government supporters and 
propagandists who referred to it when they wished to 
make statements, about the company and pretend fig- 
ures of their own which-they publish are to be found 
within that report. 
On these two occasions the company gave willingly 
all the information in its possession, and afterwards 
found it. used for no purpose except misrepresentation ° 
and falsification for political objects. Can it be blamed 
for objecting to further inquiries of the same nature? 
That the company’s position has been misrepresented 
and falsified by the government speakers is easily prov- 
ed. One of the worst offénders is the present minister: 
of trade and commerce, Hon. H. H. Stevens. Another .

The vital 
Statistics. likewise report the fact that the number of births exceed deaths 
by many hundreds of thousands. Yet when the census is taken, the 
people which are supposed to be here, and presumably ought to be here, are 
not in evidente They came here but they have disappeared. The question 
which demands an answer is: Where have they gone, and why? 

The Canadian Council of Agriculture, which has been giving some study 
to this problem, in a statement. recently made public, points out that, accord- 
ing to the returns of the Department of Immigration, no less than 1,812,836 
immigrants came to this country between April 1, 191], and March 381, 1921, 
which corrésponds with the census period; also that during this same period 
‘births in Canada exceeded deaths by 1,140,000. In other words, that: from 
these two sources there should. be. an increase in Canada’s population. of 
2,952,836, which would bring the 1911 census of population of 7,206,643. up to 
10,159,479 in 1921. As a matter of fdet it is now confidently predicted that 
the census of 1921 will not show nine million péople, and possibly not. many 
more than 8,500,000.

that the future ‘of its railways, the ability .to carry and ultimately pay off 
‘the huge national debt, depends upon the development of its natural re+ 
sources, ahd that such development .can only be brouglit about by-a large 
influx of people to do the necessary work. ‘The need fora strong, aggressive 
therefore, urged.  Trie, there are u few voices raised 
an opposition to such a policy, but they are in a minority. 

The writer of this column agrees that such an immigration policy. is 
necessary, and that-Canada’s efforts to secure settlers of the right type should 
not be spasmodic, ‘but permanent, well organized and continuous. But in 
the light of past immigration returns, reports of vital statistics, and geensus 
takings, it is apparent that something more than getting people to’ come to 
Canada is needed. The adoption of policies that will keep them here seems 
to. be reguired above everything else. ,

are plenty of forums for the discussion of such politics,.but this is not one of 
them. But policies in. the broad meaning of the term—that is, the science 
and business of government as distinct from party organization, ‘shibboloths 
and particular policies—have.a proper place here. In fact, no good citizen 
or true patriot can properly. neglect them. os 

It is our conviction, then, that. while Canada does need the most wide- 
awake, progressive afld aggressive immigration policy that can possibly be de- 
vised, and that full advantage should now be’ taken of the opportunity which 
presents itself throughout the world owing to the desire of millions of people 
to emigrate. from the old world countries, the first step in the framing of 
‘Canada’s immigration policy:should be a determination of the causes of the 
drift of people away from Canada, native-born and immigrants. 

There is a cause for it, or a combination.of causes. The cause should 
be ascertainable, and once ascertained it ought to be possible to apply a 
remedy and remove the cause. Every manufacturer, financier, railway 
operator, merchant, professional man, artizan and farmer is interested, and 
vitally interested in this problem, . The application of the needed remedy 
might upset many: preconceived ideas ‘and destroy long accepted and time 
honored policies... But what of it, if those ideas and policies are the cause 
of Canada’s loss? - 

Suppose some cherished policy of the manufacturers on the one hand, or 
the farmers on the other hand, had te go by the.board, would they not both 
be the gainers by adding millions to the population?’ Imagine what it would 
mean to Canada’s manufacturers today if all.the immigrants and native-born 
between 1911 and 1921 were in Canada now. What a domestic market in 
which to sel) their goods. And what’a relief in taxation, and in improved. 
facilities for the farmer would result if the Dominion's population was be- 
tween-ten and fifieen millions instead of less than nine millions! 

The need of population is Canada’s, greatest need. — I[t-is the outstanding 
national issue. . In it is bound up all other issues and through ils nol ion 
practically all other problems will be solved. _

Is Greatest Problem

speaking recently 
Chicago section of ‘the 
American Chemical Society, made 
the following among other  state- 
ments, which Canadian farmers 
would do well to ponder: 

“The explosion of-the*huge chemi- 
cal Works at Oppau, where fertilizers 
were made through the fixation of at- 
mospheric nitrogen, has demonstrated 
to the world the great-resources for 
replenishing the richness of her fields 
which Germany had at hand. 

“Although our country is 15 times 
as large.as Germany,” said Mr. Mc- 
Dowell, “we produce only the same 
amount of.barley and not quite twice 
as much oats. Germany ‘produces six 
times as many: potatoes and 12 times 
as much rice. When the war broke 
out, Germany had five millions of 
farms, averaging 15 acres, and we 
had 6,340,000 . farms, .averaging 138 
acres. ‘These German farms produc- 
ed 40 per cent. more. wheat, rye, bar- 
ley, oats and potatoes, taken together, 
than we produced. Within the last 
30 years Germdny has increased her 
yleld per capita from 15 to 29. bushels, 
while the United States increased 
from 14 to 16. Germany ‘increased 
her per acre yield of wheat from 19 to 
80 bushels; the United States from 13 
to 15 bushels. Germany increased: 
the yield of barley from 24 to 39 bus- 
‘hels;. the United States from 24 to 
24.3 bushels. With only one-fifteenth 
of the land area, Germany shows an 

‘cultural “efficiency of about six 

s that of the United States. 

We are at the present time‘on trial 
in our United States agriculture,” con- 
tinued Mr., McDowell,, “With a sparse 
population and a broad area of un- 
cultivated land, a nation can choose 
between extensive and intensive agn- 
culture, but with a densely populated 
country theré can be no choice. The 
intensive method must be followed, 
We of the United States have been a 
wasteful people. We have had too 
much land and have moved from 
State to State in search of the more 
fertile spots of land, and neglected to 
maintain the producing. power of our 
conquered area. 

“Large populations and low. crop 
yields,” added the speaker, “do not go 
together. In this country our popula- 
tion ‘is rapidly: growing and we must 
more fully utilize nature’s. stores in 
‘our future development. Our popu- 
Jation is increasing and our lands at 
the-same time are’ being depleted. 
Our ditches are all lined with the 
fertility. of our farms that they were 
dug to drain. From our rivers: we 
lose annually 500,000,000 tons of fer- 
tility, thereby diminishing produc- 
tivity at a rapid rate. 
pipes are taking from our farms 50,- 
~ 000,000 tons. of fertility annu 
The crops that are. taken from the 
field, ‘and never get back in any: 
form, 
fertility from. our lands each year. 

“In the face of these undeniable 
facts,” declared Mr. McDowell, “our 
population will be, according to Mr. 
Bdward M. East, of Harvard, more 
than doubled by the year 2000. . At 
the same time he shows that, accord 
ing to our present methods of agricul- 
ture and our present rates of food 
and clothing. consumption, 197,000,000 
is our ultimate population limit.” 

Mr. McDowell urged that the time 
had come for the engineer, and es- 
pecially the chemist, to consider. 
what must be done to maintain the 
agricultural efficiency of the country 
and to replenish’ the soil. 
gineer must aid in preventing erosion 
of the land and the devastation of the 
forests, - while the problem of the 
chemist is fertility. !

Today, the Red Cross -owes it to 
itself and to all its many workers to 
proclaim as an ideal and a practichl 
intention, a struggle against the’ hor- 
an attempt by world, 
wide help and unselfishness: defintte- 
ly to abolish war. 

The mere continuation of Red 
Cross actviity in time of peace will 
no..longer suffice. It is the wish of 
the Red Cross to work in the inter- 
est of peace. 

Therefore, the Red Cross calls 
upon all whole-hearted eitizens, irre- 
spective of nationality, religious: be- 
lief, profession, or social rank, to 
join, as far as lies in their power in 
a systematic campaign against that 
spirit of war, which is a constant 
menace to the avorld’s peace. 

During five years, millions of men 
were killed or mutilated. Today, 
thousands of ex-soldiers or prisoners 
at last. set free bear indelible marks 
of bodily and mental suffering. All 
of them believed that the | genera- 
tions to come would reap the fruits 
of the great ordeal in a new inter- 
national life, which would be more 
brotherly,:franker and more full. 

Instead, disorder and uncertainty, 
distrust and greed, hatred and the 
threat. of fresh quarrels arg re-ap- 
pearing throughout the world. The

supreme. Its sinister influence is 
evident. It inspires lines of policy 


and press campaigns, which lead 
public opinion .astray and embitters 
the economic competition among na- 
tions. :

Spring wheat (in about 5-lb. sam- 
ples); white oats (about 4-lb.); bar- 
ley (about.5-lb.); field peas (about 
5-lb); field beans :(about 2-lb.); flax 
(about 2-Ib.). i 

Only: one sample can be sent to 
each applicant. 

Applications must be on printed 
forms which may be obtained. by 
writing to the Dominion Cerealist, Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. 

As the_ stock of seed is limited, 
farmers are advised to apply early to 
avoid ‘disappointment. Those who 
applied too late last season are par~ 
‘ticularly requested to send in their 
names at once so that application 
forms may be forwarded to them. No 
application forms will be furnished 
after Feb: 1st., 1922.

Of Nelson River 
Suitable For Farming 


Captain A. J. Currie, who has been 
in charge of the motor vessel, “Lady: 
Mackworth,’’ of the Alberta & Arctic 
Transportation Company’s fleet, has 


\ returned to Edmonton from the north 


over the Great Waterways, having 
laid his ship up for the winter at Fort 
Smith. ' 

During thé summer the “Lady 
Mackworth” trafficked on the Macken- 
zie River as far’ north as Fort: Mc- 
Pherson, and also made several voy-' 
ages up the little known Liard River, 
with supplies for the Lamson-Hubbard 
posts at Fort Liard and Fort Nelson. 

Navigation on the Liard and Nelson 
Rivers has in years. past been con- 
fined solely to the H.B. Co. boats; the 
water in places is bad, and there are 
no guiding marks, despite which how- 
ever the “Lady-Mackworth” ran the 
streams without trouble: 

Fort Nelson is 110 miles up the riv- 
er of the same name and is possibly 
one of the loneliest places on the Am- 
erican contfhent: But for the yearly 
advent of the steamers in the summer 
time—one trip per annum—there is 
no other communication with the out- 
side world, except an occasional mail 
which comes in by dog team in the 
winter. The Nelsonis as large a 
stream as the Peacé, and runs through 
a partially timbered plain. There is 
much fine spruce timber to be seen, 
says’ Captain Currie; the land is level, 
and with a good soil is stitable for 
agriculture. It is not all timber, be- 
ing thd usual admixture of spruce, 
second growth poplar, sloughs and 
some open prairies. ; 

The gardens at the posts make a 
better showing than do those on the 
Mackenzie, all the usual garden vege- 
tables are raised in profusion, and the 
whole country is alive with wild ber- 
ries of all kinds. In general the 
country exhibits the characteristics of 
the Peace River territory, and trap- 
| pers report that there are large areas. 
of arable prairie ‘back from the rivers. 

From the mouth of the Nelson to. . 
Fort Liard there are no high river 
banks, and the country generally has 
the appearance of delta land, but the 
Nelson runs in a deeper trough than 
the larger stream. © There are rather 
bad rapids ‘on the Liard, 20 miles 
above Fort Simpson at the junction of 
this river with the Mackenzie, .These 
extend for about eight or ten miles, 
and the water is very shallow, but the 
“Lady Mackworth” was able to get up’ 
under her own power. 

At the two posts there is nothing 
excepting the stores of the Hudson’s 
Bay and the Lamson-Hubbard Com-. 
panies, in addition -to the mission sta- 
tions, as the Sicanni Indians, who are 
the aboriginels, believe in the simple 
life and do not’ indulge in either 
houses, tents or teepees. As a gen- 
eral rule they erect 
poles and cover these with brush, 
‘which is about the most modgm 
style of architecture they indulge in. 
‘No sign of human habitation of any 
kind, outside the post buildings, is to 
be seen along the Liard. 7 

At Fort Liard, the R.C. missionaries 
are now erecting q very fine mission 
hall, all of which is being hand-made. 
The logs are whip-sawn in the bush 
into boards and then hauled out to the . 
site to be.erected. In addition to the 
fur traders and the missionaries, 
there are about 15 or 20 praspectors - 
in the country, many of whom are try-. 
ing out the bars on the Nahanni. 
When coming down stream in August 
the “Lady Mackworth” met Messrs. 
La Flair and Mackie,’ in the vicinity 
of the Bluebell River, tracking their 
scows upstreams by means of the old - 
fashioned 'tump lines. Mr, La Flair 
has been in the Nahanni country for 
the past. five years, and is of the | 
‘opinion that it will be recognized be- 
fore long as one of the richest min: 
eral areas in the northwest. _ {

On the night of October 23rd, the 
West Regent rig struck a flow of 
gas, which is still coming up at this 

’ date. As near as can be learned the 
flow does not appear to be very hea- 
vy, but is reported’ as being a wet 
gas with a strong gasoline odor. 

On Wednesday, notices were post- 
ed around the property to keep out, 
and the rumor soon spread that they 
had struck oil. The manager, Mr. 
Marchbank, discouraged this rumor 
and stated. that they had not yet 
atruck oil; however. he claimed that 
the indications were very favorable. | 
It is learned that every precaution is 
being taken about the well and that 
they are preparing to handle the pre- 
cious liquid that is expected now 
any day. The drilling is steadily be- 
ing pushed along twenty-four hours | 
everyday.. The Imperial Oil crew is 
hard at it with a double shift, but 
have not yet reached a depth where 
they expect to find oil. It is known 
that they have struck pockets of gas 
from'tim to time. An oil expert, when | 
approached ‘recently about the possi-! 
-bilities of the Monitor. oil fields, re- 
marked that the gas indications prov- 
ed that there was excellent oil pros- 
pects in this district.
